HOLLYWOOD (AP) - A new 
comedy series about a pair of ac­ 
cident-prone carpenters will make 
its debut nex t month on ABC be­ 
cause a student of laughter be­ 
lieves slapstick is due for a re­ 
vival. 
Producer Leonard Stem, who ha 
served under such generals as 
Jackie Gleason. Steve Allen and 
Phil Silvers, finds that comedy 
moves in a broad cy cle.

His forthcoming “I’m Dickens 
He’s Fenster” will frankly go aft­ 
er those big, unrestrained guf­ 
faws after a period of concentrat­ 
ing on more sophisticated humor, 
which Stem calls pallid because 
it 
elicits at best 
an 
amused 
chuckle. 
“But with all the television they 
see, 
audiences won’t accept a 
comic who comes out and trips 
for no reason or slides on a ban­ 
ana peel,” said Stern. "We’re go­ 
ing after the big laugh, but we’re 
going to motivate it logically .” 
His main characters are skilled 
craftsmen. After all, there’s no 
sense in outraging the nation’s 
building tradesmen. Those boffo 
situations emerge in each weekly 
episode because one character is 
a worrier, and his mishaps are 
psy chosomatic. That way it be­ 
come a personality defect and no 
reflection on an industry or trade. 
Stern apparently has been doing

Eddie Cantor's 
Wife Dies of 
Heart Attack

tor, wife of comedian Eddie Can­ 
tor and the one for whom he sang 
his song “Ida” for many y ears, 
died of a heart attack in her 
sleep Wednesday . She was 70. 
Cantor, also 7 0, suffering from 
a heart ailment himself for sever­ 
al y ears, collapsed in a state of 
shock when his wife was pro­ 
nounced dead. He was placed un­ 
der sedation in their Beverly Hills 
home. A nurse remained at his 
bedside. 
The couple, childhood sweet 
hearts on the streets of New York, 
married 48 y ears ago while Can 
tor was a struggling vaudeville 
comedian. 
They had five daughters who 
with Mrs. Cantor figured promi­ 
nently in much of the banjo-ey ed

Mrs. Cantor died in the family 
home where she had been suffer­ 
ing for some time with a heart 
ailment.

For instance, there was former 
baseball great, Joe DiMaggio who 
married the sex goddess — the 
second of her three husbands 
Before Marily n, who was found 
dead in bed Sunday from an over­ 
dose of sleeping pills, went to her 
final resting place Wednesday , the 
famed New York Yankee slugger 
bent over her coffin.

But as soon as the funeral was 
over, a couple hundred of them 
climbed over a concrete wall 
trampled the grass and flowers 
around the cry pt that entombed 
the movie q ueen. 
When the fans departed, most 
of the flowers went with them. 
Then there were the Holly wood 
stars who weren’t invited to the 
funeral. 
Miss Monroe’s one-time publi­ 
city representative said of the 
31 invited guests: “About half 
of the people in there would not 
even be there if Marily n had 
had 


friends would have been there ” 
Among these would have been 
actor Peter Lawford and his wife 
Pat, brother-in-law and sister of 
President Kennedy . When Mrs 
Lawford heard of Marily n’s death, 
she flew from the summer White 
House at Hy annis Port, Mass., to 
attend the funeral. 
But when she got here she 
found that neither she nor Peter 
was invited. 
Marily n’s half sister, Bernice 
Meracle, and DiMaggio handled 
the guest list. No movie stars 
were invited — and none showed 
up. 
Those in charge of the arrange­ 
ments ex plained that if they in­ 
vited one star, they would have to 
invite many , and to have a big 
crowd would mean a circus-like 
funeral.

“ Th ere is only one way to end wars be­ 
tween nations: th at is to merge th em into 
o ne.” 
Th is was one of two th ough ts beh ind th e 
movement now known as th e European Com­ 
mon Market. Th e oth er was th is: "Energy 
plus coke plus iron ore equals steel.” 


Th e scene was Luxenbourg City. Th e time 
was Aug. 10, 1952. Th e name was European 
Coal and Steel Community. Th e auth or was 
Jean Monnet. wh o sh ared th e credit with 


Robert Sch uman, a former prime minister 
of France To h onor h im, th e project wps 
called th e Sch uman Plan. Th at was th e be­ 
ginning of th e European Common Market. 


Th e groundwork h ad been prepared in 
19 51 in Paris. Th e treaty creating th e Coal 
and Steel Community carried a clause mak­ 
ing it possible for any European nation to 
join th e six ch arter members — France, 
Germany, Italy and Belgium, Lux embourg 
and Th e Neth erlands. 


THE CLAUSE was aimed th en as is th e 
European Common Market today at Great 
Britain. But now as th en th e British are 
h aving trouble reconciling th eir Common­ 
wealth policies with th e policies th ey would 
h ave to obey if th ey joined th e Common 
Market. 


Th ese are essentially th e same problems 


th e United States is confronted with as th e 
Common Market picks up momentum—-h ow 
to adjust present practices to ch anges th at 
inevitably are going to come about in th e 
near future. Wh > “ inevitably” ? 
Because Western Europe will be able to 
produce 167 million tons of steel by 19 65. 
Th e Common Market area alone will pro­ 
duce upward of 110 million tons. Inclusion 
of Britain would unite an area wh ich turned 
out about 103 million tons of steel last year, 
or some 5 million more tons th an was pro­ 
duced in th e United States. Steel is th e 
backbone of modem industry. 


M. MONNET. th e French genius wh o h as 
brough t togeth er th is potential capacity and 
ts looking forward to th e ultimate unity of 
political structures as well as industrial 
structures, calls th e Common Market 
th e 
"greatest revolution Europe h as known—a 
liberation from its past.” 
Th e magnitude of th e 
project 
and 
its 
growth in th e first 10 years make it im­ 
possible for any nation on th e outside to 
remain unaffected by th e consequences. 
Just as in th e U.S. Congress th e ex pect­ 
ed opposition to revision of trade policy van­ 
ish ed in th e presence of a new great fact, 
opposition in Britain is crumpling and sag­ 
ging. No politician can afford to be accused 
of opposing national survival. 


Chung-Pow to Be Heard From 


Th e vital difference between Soviet nu­ 
clear testing and American testing is th at 
all Americans know about both and most 
Russians know about neith er. 


If ignorance is bliss in a war of nerves, 
Russians are feeling al! th e bliss and Ameri­ 
cans are feeling all th e pressure. Now th e 
Russians are at it again — testing, testing, 
testing, wh ile American tests are temporar­ 
ily suspended, h aving ended on a sour note 
of failure wh en rocket carriers for h igh -al- 
titude explosions over th e Pacific blew up 
» h ort of th eir destinations. 


Once more th e Russians h ave th e edge in 
a skirmish of the war of nerves. But 
be­ 
fo re giving th em credit for doing th is 
ao rt 
•f th ing better th an we’re likely to do it 


•v en with a generation or two of practice, 


we can guess th ey are undergoing official 
•tresses as h arrowing as anyth ing h appen­ 
ing to nervous Americans.

by bedtime anyway and th e butter already 
was rancid. 
It was all righ t for young people to sleep 
wherev er th ey th ough t th ey could be cool, 
ev en to spreading a blanket in th e back 
y ard if they th ough t th ey could stand th e 
bug s. The best place was th e glider on

Th ese contraptions h elped to cool th ings off 
in th e evenings after a 9 ‘/i or 10-h our day 
working in August h eat. In th at era th ere 
was a premium on ways to cool off. People 
arranged temporary living quarters in th e 
basements of th eir h ouses, and anyone wh o 
claimed to be anybody h ad a cottage at 
th e “lake.” 


A great advance was made in underwear 
—th e B.V.D. for men. Women still h ad to 
get along with "Porous Knit,” wh ich h ad 
little h oles in it for th e circulation of air. 
Undertakers provided palm-leaf fans print­ 
ed with th eir names and th e nature of th eir 
services. Th ese were very big in ch urch . 


Th e ice cream parlors always h ad th ose 
air beaters, th at looked like airplane pro­ 
pellers. But in general, wh at with one th ing 
and anoth er, including cloth ing th at was too 
h eavy and an over-all lack of ventilation it 
used to be so doggoned h ot in August, every­ 
body died of th e h eat in August. 


People crept around on th e sh ady side of 
th e street fanning th emselves with th eir 
h ats and asking breath lessly, "Is 
it 
h ot 
enough for you?“ Or th ey smiled wanly 
and said it would be nice of some of th e 
h eat could be bottled for nex t winter. 


"It can’t seem to rain someh ow, can it?” 
th ey wo uld ask, th en saunter back h ome,

We do know th at th e Mao Tse tung 
government h as been making a 
juicy profit of some 40 per cent 
on th ese transactions. 
Th e Albanians get th e foreign 
ex ch ange by selling th eir own pro­ 
duce to th e rest of th e world via 
Swiss 
financiers 
and 
produce 
operators. Th us it can pay a h igh 
price in h ard cash to th e Ch inese 
Communists for wh eat 
w h i c h 
Peiping denies its own people — 
wh o are dying of malnutrition by 
th e tens of th ousands and simply 
dropping dead of h unger. 
Th is creates a desperate moral 
problem for th e U S. It is reported 
in(dip’omatic circles h ere th at we 
plan » o reed mi’lions of Ch inese 
if th e Peiping leaders ask us.

Obviously th e Mao government 
is giving its international apparat­ 
us h igh priority. Obviously it is 
using its secret Albanian beach ­ 
h ead as th e jumping off point for 
Africa wh ere th ere are now scores 
of small Ch inese communities fill­ 
ed with Ch inese tech nicians, intel­ 
ligence men, organizers, and th eir 
families. 


It will come as a surprise th at 
th ese 
Ch inese 
Communist com­ 
munities reach not only from Ti­ 
rana 
to Conakry, 
Guinea, 
but 
across 
th e 
South Atlantic into 
scores of Latin American cities. 
We h ave not yet trained th e 
skilled manpower needed to study 
th is development south of our own 
border. 


But let it be known from now 
on, th at th e Ch inese Communists 
h ave th eir eyes on more main­ 
lands th an th eir own.

its defeat in th e 1952 presidential 
and congressional elections. 
It seems strange th at th e 13- 
state conference of western Demo­ 
crats at Seattle sh ould h ave given 
its time to listen to a speech by 
W H Ferry, vice president of th e 
Fund for th e Republic, denounc­ 
ing as ineffective "spy-swatting” 
th e efforts of th e Federal Bureau 
of Investigation in figh ting com­ 
munism. 
Mr. 
Ferry apparently differs 
with Attorney General R ob e r t 
Kennedy in appraising th e signif­ 
icance of th e activities of th e com­ 
munists in th is country. Th e at­ 
torney general h as repeatedly said 
in public speech es th at commu­ 
nist 
subversives 
c a nnot 
be 
ignored. 
Mr. Ferry said in one part of 
h is speech : 
“No one cares to h ave spies 
and saboteurs percolating th rough 
th e republic, and if th e FBI is 
not up to finding and prosecut­ 
ing th em, let us set up an agency 
th at can.” 


MR. FERRY talks as if all th e 
FBI h as to do to get rid of per­ 
sons suspected of communist ac­ 
tivités is to arrest th em and th at 
th ey will th en be convicted and 
put in jail with out much difficulty. 
Th e truth s 
th at 
communist 
agents are not only subtle and 
skillful in 
th eir 
meth ods, 
but 
th ey know American laws very 
well and h ave th e benefit of re­ 
sourceful lawyers wh o manage to 
keep th em out of jail. 
Th e Supreme Court h as been of 
no little assistance on many oc­ 
casions, with rulings th at com­ 
munism is just a kind of belief 
and ♦h at freedom of speech sh ould 
protect th ose accused of furth er­ 
ing th e communist cause in public. 
It’s difficult 
to 
prosecute 
— 
and even for congressional and 
state legislative committees to in­ 
vestigate — wh en th e arm 
th e 
law is th us weakened. 
Th is means th e cooperation of 
th e American people is most es­ 
sential. One of th e most effective 
ways to combat communism is to 
educate th e people concerning th e 
insiduous meth ods 
used to in­ 
fluence th em th rough th e press, 
radio, ch urch sch ool systems, edu­ 
cational 
faculties 
and 
l a b or 
unions. It is conceded th at th e 
number of communists is small 
but th at many innocent people 
h ave been duped and misled by 
th e real communist agents.

Fuch s wh en h e came to th e Unit­ 
ed States to work on th e atomic 
bomb project, and th is was ac­ 
cepted by th e American govern­ 
ment. Eventually, h owever, it was 
found th at Fuch s conspired with 
oth ers and gave information to th e 
communists th at accelerated th e 
time wh en th e Soviet Union wras 
capable of developing 
a t om i c 
weapons. 
For th e last two weeks, news­ 
papers h ave been publish ing th * 
story of Robert Soblen, wh o es­ 
caped from th is country even 
th ough h e was under $100,000 bail. 
He was a convicted spy sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment. But 
th e FBI is powerless wh en a man 
is granted bail wh o never sh ould 
h ave been given even temporary 
freedom. Th e FBI doesn’t control 
th e courts. 
Mr. Ferry h as been a contro­ 
versial figure and h as taken an 
active part in belittling th e com­ 
munist menace in th is country. No 
long ago, h e tried to combat th e 
efforts of th e New 
Hampsh ire 
legislative committee wh ich inves­ 
tigated alleged communist infiltra- 
tional insttutions. 


In h is address before th e 13- 
state Democratic party conference 
h e seemed to level h is attack par­ 
ticularly at J. Edgar Hoover. Th is 
is not a new tactic. For many 
years, many persons h ave been 
trying to damage th e prestige of 
th e h ead of th e FBI but h ave not 
succeeded. Mr. Ferry said: 


"Th en Mr. H oove r 
warns 
against Soviet espionage in th e 
U.S. Th is is an old line of th e 
FBI ch ief, and its success year 
after year is a tribute to th e 
trance into wh ich sermons th row 
Americans, not excepting 
con­ 
gressmen. 
"Mr. Hoover is, after all, our 
official spyswatter. In th ere per­ 
sistent reports 
about 
espionage 
and sabotage, is 
h e 
delicately 
telling us th at h e isn’t up to th e 
job, th at red spies are running 
loose despite h is best efforts? If, 
in fact, 
we 
are infested 
with 
th ese rascals, as Mr. Hoover inti­ 
mates, if migh t occur to many 
people th at th e country needs a 
more efficient spy-swatter.” 


NOT CONTENT with h is blows 
at th e FBI and its efforts to fer­ 
ret out communist subversives, 
Mr. Ferry aimed a few swipes at 
American business and industry. 
He took issue 
with 
th ose wh o 
h ave 
suggested 
th at 
President 
Kennedy now is trying to "woo” 
American business. 
Mr. Ferry said: 
"Industry sh ould not be wooed, 
but watch ed, and tolerated and 
reined in wh en it gets out of line. 
. . . Th ey (th e corporations) are 
not th ere to be loved but to 
b« 
used.” 
Mr. Ferry, as vice president o f 
th e Fund for th e Republic, h as a 
lot to say nowadays 
abo ut h ow 
th e money accumulated by th e 
late Henry Ford sh ould be spent. 
Mr. Ford was probably th e best 
ex ample of h ow one 
man can 
build up an individual enterpris* 
th at th is country h as ever seen. 
He migh t never h ave made th e 
success h e did if American busi­ 
ness h ad been regulated to 
tht 
ex tent th at it is today. 
It’s strange h ow often th e fund* 
bequeath ed by men wh o are pil­ 
loried as ' big business” are used 
by so-called "liberals” to create 
antagonisms against business as 
an instiution.

Execution of 3 
Ends Story of 
Mother s Love 


SAN QUENTIN. Calif. (A P)-A 
triple execution in San Quentin 
Prison’s gas chamber Wednesday 
wrote the final chapter in a gro­ 
tesque story of obsessive mother 
love. 
Elizabeth (Ma) Duncan, 58 . was 
executed for plotting and pay ing 
for the murder of her pregnant 
daughter-in-law four y ears ago so 
she could keep her y oungest son 
to herself. 


It was a 
futile killing. 
For 
Frank Duncan, now 33, married 
again. 


Yet her love was reciprocated. 
Frank, with his present wife and 
law partner, Elinor Chandler Dun­ 
can, 
fought through the courts, 
try ing to save her life, until two 
minutes before the execution. 


But no tears were shed in San 
Quentin’s little green-walled room 
when Ma Duncan died, shortly 
after 10 a.m., tight lipped and 
staring straight ahead into noth­ 
ingness. 


The tears came three hours 
later for one of the two small­ 
time criminals who said Ma Dun­ 
can promised $6,000 and paid $360 
for the November 1958 killing of 
Olga 
Duncan, 
30, 
near 
Santa 
Barbara. 
A half-brother wept when cy a­ 
nide gas choked off the inaudible 
laughter of Augustine Baldonado, 
28 . Strapped beside Baldonado and 
talking with him was his fellow 
killer, Luis Moy a, 23. 
"It’s all right,” Baldonado had 
assured Daniel Ledesma, 35. of 
Port Hueneme, Calif., only mo­ 
ments before. But it didn’t stop 
the tears. 
Frank Duncan had met Olga 
Kupczy k, a Canadian-born nurse, 
when he took his mother to a San­ 
ta Barbara hospital suffering from 
an overdose 
of sedatives. They 
m arried June 24 , 1958, against his 
mother’s wishes.

In this method butter and sugar 
are “creamed” — this means ta 
beat them together with an elec­ 
tric mixer or with the back of a 
slotted wooden spoon drawn firm*

We 
suspect that this resemblance to 
whipped cream consistency is the 
reason the word “cream ” first 
came to be used as a verb in the 
terminology for making butter - 
type cakes. But don’t expect the 
texture of the creamed butter and 
sugar to be as smooth as whipped 
cream. 
The vanilla is added during the 
creaming so it will permeate the 
butter ami sugar which 
carry

know about appendicitis—compil­ 
er by surgeons at Massachusett 
General Hospital: 
Acute appendicitis develops in 
more than 200,000 Americans each 
year. It is accountable for over 
*2,000 deaths yearly. 
When the inflammation is seen 
in itj earliest phases, the death 
rate is less than one-tenth of 1 
per cent. When it is seen a little 
later, after the inflamed appendix 
has burst, the death rate rises to 
3.6 per cent. And, if the operation 
ts still further delayed, for what­ 
ever 
reason, 
and 
an 
abscess 
forms around the inflamed 
and 
burst appendix the death rate ex­ 
ceeds 13 per cent. 
Despite great advances In sur­ 
gical treatment, including use of 
miracle drugs, the death rate in 
the last group of appendiceal ab- 
cess has not been significantly re­ 
duced. And, what is especially im­ 
portant to prospective patients,

IN TH EIR REPORT, the surg 
tons tend to excuse referring phy­ 
sicians for this delay. 
If their conclusion is correct, 
and if it is applicable to the coun­ 
try as a whole, then the cause for 
the continued mortality must rest 
with patients, especially the eld­ 
erly, and with the parents of 
young patients who delay seeking 
medical consultation at a time 
when the inflamed appendix can 
be removed almost without risk. 
For that reason, it may be wise 
to consider the early signs of ac­ 
ute appendicitis: 


Pain in the right lower region 
of the abdomen that may, as a 
matter of experience, first begin 
m the pit of the stomach before 
it settles down below; fever, how­ 
ever slight, perhaps only a few 
tenths of a degree above normal; 
♦endemess when the painful reg­ 
ion is ever so gently poked. 


And, in the case of infants and 
children too young to express 
themselves, whining and crying 
with a tendency to draw up the 
legs when approached. 


If and when distress persists 
and is accompanied by fever and 
nausea or actual vomiting, 
t he 
•ime for amateur observation has 
come to an end and the problem 
had best be turned over to the 
nearest physician.

Metro was referring to a pitch 
thrown by Curtis in the ninth in­ 
ning that sent Chicago hurler Glen 
Hobbie sprawling in the dirt. It 
was the fourth ball and got by 
catcher Bob Uecker. Ron Santo, 
who was on third, started for 
home and Uecker threw to Curtis 
who tagged out the Cub player 
before he got to the plate. 


Curtis and Santo then started 
to tangle and within seconds both 
benches were emptied as the free- 
for-all started. Milwaukee third 
baseman Eddie Mathews grabbed 
Curtis and Santo and wrestled 
both to the ground. No one was 
hurt and Curtis was ejected from 
the game. Santo’s out, however, 
was the third and the Braves 
didn’t have to replace Curtis. 
Metro said that “Tebbets should 
have been kicked out.” 


“Why did Tebbetts go to the 
mound with a 2 and 1 count on 
Hobbie to talk with Curtis if it 
wasn’t to tell his pitcher to throw 
at Glen?” he asked.
